“0n ‘the ninth a formal jolat demand
far the surrender of the city was sent
lo. This demand waa based upon the
kopelesaness of the struggle on the part
uf the Spaniards, and that every consid-
eratlon of bumanity demanfed that
the city should not be subjected to bom-
bardment under such clrecumstances,
The captaln general's reply, of same
date, stated that the councll of defense
bad declared that the demand could
not be granted, but the captaln general
offered to consult hls guvernment If
we would allow him the time strictly
necessiry for the communication by
way of Hong Kong.

OAYY, rep ting Admiral Dewey,were
sent ashore to comimunicate with the
town, golng at once'to the palace of the
governor general and ¢here, after a
conversatlon with the Spanish auihorit-
ies, & preliminary  a ment of the
terms of capltulation wans slgned by the
captain generaland myselt. This agree-
ment was subsequently Incorporated
{nto the formal terms of capitulation, as
Arranged by the officers representing
tho two forces,

Immedjately after the surrender the
Spanfah colors on the sea front were
hauled down and the American flag dis-
played and saluted by the guns of the
pa¥y. The second ~Oregon  regiment,
which had proceeded by ses from Ca-
vite was barked and d'the
walled town an a provost guard and the
colonel was directed to recelve tha
Spanish arms and deposit them in
places of security. The town Was atl-
ed with the troops of the enemy driven
fn from the intrenchments, regimemts
‘farmed and standing in line in ‘the
strests, but the work of disarming pro-
conded quietly and nothing unpleasant
occurred,

The Orownlog A

In leaving the subject of the opera-
tions of the thirteenth, I deslre hore to
racord my
manfer In which the orders for attack
and the plan for occupation of the city
were carried out by the troops exactly
as lated. I 'submit that for
troops to enter under fire & LOWN cOVEr-
ing & wide area to rapldly deploy and
guard all principal points In the exten-
slve suburba, to keep out the nsurgent
forces presalog for admisslon, to qulet-
Iy disarm an army of Spanlards more
than equal in numbers to the American
troops, and finally By all this to prevent
entirely all rapine, plilege and disorder
and galn entire and complete possess-
fon of & city of 300,000 people filled with
natlves hostlle to the Eurcpean Inter-
e4als, and stirred up bF the knowledge
that thelt own people were fighting in
the outshie trenches, was an act which
only the law-ablding temperale, reso-
lute American soldier, well and skiltully
handled by his regimental and brigade
commanders, conld accomplish,

General Merritt then detailod the in-
auguration of the military governmant
of Manila by the Americans, Further,
he says:

On the 16th a cablegram containing
the text of ihe President's proclamn-
tion directing o cemsatlon of hostilities
was recelved by me, and at the same
time an order to make the fact known lo
the Spanish authorities, which waa dane
at once, This resultedina formml pr
from the governor general In regard to
the transfer of public funds then taking
place on the ground that the procliama-
glon was dated prior (0 the surrender,
To this T replied that the status quo In
which we were left with the cessation of
nostiiities was that extsting st the time
of the recelpt by me of the ofMicialnotice
and that I must insist upon the delivery
of the funds, ‘The dellvery was made
under protest. A

After the lssue of my proclamation
and the establishment O my office s
milltary governor, T had direct writien
a communlcation with General Aguin-
aldo on several occasions, He recognis-
ed my authorily an mililary governor
of the town of Manila and suburbs, and
made prefession of his willingmess  to
wilhdraw his troops to @ line which I
might indieste, but at the game time
asking certaln favors for himself. The
matiars in this connection had not been
weitlod at the date of my departure.
Doubtless much dispatisfaction In felt
by the rank and file of the inkurgents
that they have not been permitted to
enjog the cecupancy of Manlla, and
thore s some ground for drouble with
them owing to that fact, but notwith-
standing many rumors to the contrary,
T am of the opinton that leaders will be
able to préevent serious disturbances, as
they are suMciently intelligent and edu-
cated to know that to mntagonize tho
United Btates would ba to destroy ¢helr
only chance of future political Improve-
ment.

I may ndd that great changes for the
hetter/ have taken place in Manila sines
the occupaney of the oty by tha
pecupanoy of the city by the American
fimmops. Tha streets have been cleaned
under the management of General Mac-
Arthur and the polices, . under Colonel
Teove, Thirtesnth Minnesota, were
most proficient In preserving order, A
sirnniger to the ¢ity might enslly fmag-
ine that thie Ameriean foroes had been
In control for monthe rather than days.

PARIS, Bept. 30.—The United States
peace commission has taken possession
of {ts working quariers, a suite of seven
rooms on the ground fioor of the Hotel
Continental, at the corner of the Rue
de Rivol and Rue Royal, command-
ing the Tulllerles gardens, and formerly
nesd by the ex-Empress Eugenle, Amer-
ican flags drape the entrance of. the
peace commission’s apartments.

General Wood says In part: “T have
#a4," writes General Wood, "'a very dif-
cult position from = sanitary polnt of
view, and not an altogether easy one
‘from & military and civil standpolnt.
YWhen we came into the city the sani-
tary eituation was something frightful.
There were a great many unburjed dead
in the houses, between two and three
X d ish w ded and sick and
o great horde of half-famished and slck
people, nearly twenty t¢housand in
number, who had just returned from El
Caney, where they hed gone during the
slege. The water supply of the city had
been cut off; there Was no water Lo be
obtained, except from clétérns and a
few wells, and the streets were full of
dead animals and all sorts of flithy ma-
terials, I had to wtart in from the bot-
tom, and repair the water works, Then
came the removal of the dead, Bome
of these were burned, because the num-
per was so great and decomposition had
advanced to such an cxient, that they
conld pot be buried. Dnrnluzﬁr not

A Terrible S ]

- *Weo bad yellow [ever mll around us,
and about twenty cases’in the Spanish
military Hospital, The elvil fospilal
was full of dylog people, and public
bulldings were belng vsed as hospltale.
On the whole It was an extremely dim-
cait task; requiring o great deal of
hard work. I have besn working sys-
tematically with every means at hand
to improve the sanitary conditions of
elty, It Is In this department that =
vast amount of work has heen done.
1 have & force of sbout 170 men con-
stantly employed, and at many times
have nearly double this force working
day and nlght to remoye the vagt acou-
mulations of Indescribable fith which
has mecumulated fn the out-houses and
yards, ln‘vi"li ns the sireets of the
¢ity, which is reputed (o be one «f the
most unhealthy and dirty in the world
The death rate hys dropped steadily
aince we came In, and s now about one-
fourth of what It was in July, The wa-
ter nystem has been put in order, and &
great many repalrs made <o I, and the
supply, although insufMicient, is ulillzed
to the groatest advantage.

“I have had to hire doctors for the
hospitals, purchase medicine for them
and supply them with bedas and bedding
and food; In fact, re-eatablish and 1ake
entire charge of them. I have alio es-
tablished a strict system of bouse In-
gpecrion and inopection of the mirests,
and Gave s disinfeoting department as
well as & cleaning department. Tha
¢ty has been divided Into five distriots,
In ench of which |8 o rellef statlon,
where food is distributed and a physician
in attendance who preseribes for thosa
who present themselves slok and visits
the slok In the houses, The polica de
partment, all doctors and the oficials
in each ward have recelved {nstructions
(o furnish these physiclane a list of slck
requiring attention, and aleo of the
worthy poor, In order ¢hat we may be
pomewhat protected In the distribution
of medicines und ratlons, I am {ssuing
at present about 15,000 rations o day,
The physicians are probably preseribing
for about €00 or 700 people, and on some
days mare. These physicians are native
Cubans, educated In the United States,
and emplayed by our government as
pontract surgeons,

Many Improvements Made,

“The garbage and material which I
colleot 1n the wtreets I have dumped
outaide of fown and burned. I have also
had the lower and most unhealthy por-
tlon of Lho city ditched and dralped and
the ditches running into the harbor
vleaned out; aleo the water front sys-
toin of sewernge which wos completely
abwtructed and In a frighttul condition.
It has long been Lhe customs in thie
town to deperd uporn heavy rains and
the rushing fMoods through the strecte
1o sweep Away the acoumulsted fith of
the dry peasan, Afi tnis haw been
awept down to: the front, where It has
been colvcting for years, choking the
drains and flling the shallow waters
rear the shore wo that when Lhe tide
goes out masses of decomponing materl-
al are oxponred o the linténse roys of
the sun amt furnish frightful causes of
disense.
